BRYAN INVENTOR HAS 
MACHINE TO POISON 
GRASSHOPPER PESTS 


The Brazos Bottom section and 
even the upland districts, have be 
come infested with millions of grass 
hoppers, which are multiplying and 
threatening crops in that area, ac­ 
cording to information received by 
The Eagle. 
The Extension Service 
of the A. and M. College has given 
publicity to formulas for bran mash 
and other th’ngs that are not good 
for grasshoppers, but good for the 
farmers and the protection of the 
crops. 
Found Very Successful. 
A Bryan man, an inventor, who 
has patents on several different ma­ 
chines, feels that he has solved the 
problem through a spraying machine. 
He has experimented with a solu­ 
tion of I gallon of cow dip mixed 
with -IO gallons of water and found 
it a very successful ’hopper exter­ 
minator. 
On Tuesday afternoon, on 
his farm n the Brazos Bottom, J. M. 
Saladiner, in company of Ed Wil­ 
liams, on the same farm, tried out 
one of these machines, of which he 
has but 
twelve, 
spraying along a 
’..edge, 
He reports that the result? 
of the poison are wonderful. 
The 
next day he went out to the seen* 
and found that all hoppers hit by the 
poison succumbed to its effects and 
in a space of 14 inches he p oked 
up 20 dead grasshoppers. 
The cow 
dip, as a spray, is much cheaper than 
the mashes which have to be prepar­ 
ed, he said. 
Kills Any Insect Pest. 
The mach nes, which are useful in 
killing any insect pest, including boll 
weevils, will be explained in more 
detail of construction and manner 
of working, in some later article. 
The following sprays, 
sa d 
Mr. 
Saladiner, are formulas recommend­ 
ed by the A. and M. College, and 
will be found useful by Brazos coun­ 
ty fanners and any others, who are 
troubled with insect pests in their 
crops: 
Som e Valuable Formulas. 
Spray No. I. Cattle dip has been 
used by some at the rate of one 
quart in fifty gallons of water. 
Spray No. II. 
White 
arsenic, I 
pound; 
Sal 
Soda 
(crystals), 
4 
pounds; water, I gallon. 
Boil all together fifteen or twen­ 
ty minutes or until the arsenic Is 
dissolved. 
Add just enough water 
to make up for what is lost in boil­ 
ing, and then use one quart of this 
liquid in fifty gallons of water. 
Spray No. III. 
White arsenic, I 
pound; Sal Soda (crystals) 4 lbs.; 
water I gallon. 
Applied With Machine. 
Boil all together fifteen or twen­ 
ty minutes or until the arsenic is 
dissolved, and add just enough water 
to make up for what is lost in boil 
ing. 
This is the stock solution of 
Sodium Arsenite. 
Keep this in jugs 
or bottles until needed. When ready 
lor use, stir well, add eight pounds 
of hydrated lime and two hundred 
gallons of water. 
The sodium arse­ 
nite in 
the stock 
solution is thus 
changed to calcium arsenite which 
is less soluble and the active ingre­ 
dient in the mixture. 
Sprays Nos. I, II, III and IV must 
be applied with some machine that 
will make a very fine spray so the 
material does not collect in large 
drops on the foliage. 
Adjust the 
sprayer so that fifty gallons of any 
of the materials Nos. I. II or III will 
cover four acres of cottton, while 
fifty 
gallons of No. IV should be 
made to cover six acres. 
A heavier 
application will increase the danger 
of leaf b u r n .
